_the Future Looks 
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Building projects revitalizing campus 


If you've visited the Wesson campus in the past year, you've 
probably noticed no shortage of building projects. In 2015, 
phase one of the Russell Ellzey Hall renovation was completed, 
a new building for the Early Childhood Development program 
was constructed, and work began on the new pedestrian cor- 
ridor. 

Phase one of the Ellzey project was completed in the fall of 
2015. The building underwent an extensive selective demoli- 
tion removing all of the interior walls, windows, air condition- 
ers, mechanical systems, electrical systems, and floor coverings.

All brick on the building were re-pointed and restored to their 
1928 condition. The flat roof was removed and the original 


1928 pitched roof design was engineered with metal trusses 
and architectural shingles. Special care was taken to restore 
the original features of the building, including the architectural 
cast-stone front door surround, and custom made energy ef- 
ficient windows were built to look like the original 1928 win- 
dows. Approximately $4 million will be needed to complete 
the interior restoration of Russell Ellzey Hall in a Phase II proj- 
ect at a date that has not yet been determined. 

The Early Childhood Development building was completed 


in November. Students and staff moved from their location in 


the Anderson building and adjacent mobile structure to their new, state of 
the art, permanent location. The building boasts new classrooms for col- 
lege students and the children, faculty offices, a cafeteria and kitchen, and 
a new playground. An open house will be held in the spring. 

The pedestrian corridor project began in August 2015, and is making 
great progress. The corridor was funded through a federal $1 million grant 
through the Transportation Alternatives Program (TAP) administered by 
the Mississippi Department of Transportation with the college providing 
20 percent matching funds. Funding was approved in April, 2013, by the 
Mississippi Iransportation Commission. By December, 2015, the demoli- 
tion phase of the former Co-Lin Lane pavement and curbing was complete 
and a new comprehensive drainage system, new street lighting, and new 
sidewalks were installed, as well as 54 tons of crushed limestone underlay- 
ment. 

The completed corridor will feature brick pavers, planters, benches, 
trash receptacles, LED lighting, and a large plaza for performances and 
gatherings featuring the College seal in the pavement. The famous “hot 
rock” will also be restored with new brick and a cast limestone seat wall. 
An extensive landscaping program featuring automatic irrigation will be

done throughout the project as shown on the rendering. 
The project is anticipated to be complete between March 
and June, 2016.

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Own a piece of the “Hot Rock!” 

Couples have gathered at the “Hot Rock” for the past 
80 years at Co-Lin, but as part of the new pedestrian cor- 
ridor project, the famous Co-Lin landmark is being ren- 
ovated. Upon completion of the project, the gathering 
spot will be restored with new brick and a cast limestone 
seat wall to replace the stones that originally faced the 
structure. The Hot Rock was first constructed as a water 
fountain in 1934. Over the years, the fountain was used 
by courting couples as a place to spend time together. By 
the late 1940s, the irrigation for the fountain was shut 
down and a small garden had replaced the water that 
filled the inside of the fountain. Over the decades, the 
rocks were used as a central area for pep rallies, as a ped- 
estal for student government hopefuls to stand to deliver 
speeches, and of course remained popular as a meeting

place for couples.

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Eupora native recalls early 


Image a young lady only 18 years 
old in the fall of 1937 from rural Web- 
ster County near Eupora deciding to 
travel by train to Co-Lin Junior College 
to begin her education, a place she only 
knew by the pictures she saw in the col- 
lege catalog. 

“T liked the pictures in the catalog, 
so I wanted to go there,” Ethel Ruth 
Gregg, now 96 years old, said. She trav- 
eled from home to Winona to catch a 
train to Wesson where she experienced 
some of the college’s earliest days. “It 
was my first time away from home for 
that long.” Gregg only went home on 
holidays since home was more than 170 
miles north of the Wesson campus. Her 
first trip came during the state fair, a 
holiday for Co-Lin students in that era. 

At Co-Lin she met Lula Stevens, for 
whom Stevens’ Hall, a women’s dormi- 
tory, is named. “She was crafty,” Gregg 
remembered. “She made you feel like she 
was horrible at first, but when you got 
to know her, she was the best person,” 
Gregg said explaining how Stevens, then 
dean of women and an English instruc- 
tor, gave orientation to the young wom- 
en entering Co-Lin. She also remembers 
Allie Lee Lofton, the school nurse. The 
nurse gave us castor oil for a cold, Gregg 
said laughing. “It was awful.” 

At the cafeteria, Gregg met Fannie 
Callender, dietitian. She described her 
as a wonderful lady. All female students 
were required to work on rotation in the 
dining room. “We washed dishes, set up 
the tables, served, and acted as a host- 
ess at a table of six to eight students.” 
The worst assignment was the football 
table. She said by the time a bowl of 
food passed by the football players there 
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wasn't anything left for the hostess. 
Gregg had wanted to perform in the 
band but did not have enough experi- 
ence with playing music with a group. 
She did play the guitar and the mando- 
lin. Her mandolin is on display in the

Memorial Oswalt Library along with 
a letter from then Co-Lin president 
James Ewing giving her permission to 
bring the instrument to her dorm. “The 
mandolin could have been considered 
disruptive in the dorm, so I had to get 
permission to bring it to school,” she 
said. She paused to think of a word 
to describe Dr. Ewing. He was a “tra- 
ditionalist,” she said. Gregg fondly re- 
members that he wrote her a great letter 
of recommendation. 

Laura Bell Lindsey, English instruc- 
tor, prepared Gregg’s schedule and be- 
cause she had an interest in English, 
Gregg became an assistant for Lindsey 
though English wasn’t to be in her fu- 
ture. “There were no jobs for women in 
those days except for teaching and nurs- 
ing and I wasn’t good at either,” she said 
describing life after her graduation from 
Co-Lin in 1939: 

The adventurous Gregg bought a 
one-way ticket to Washington, DC, in 
1942 with part of a $75 loan from a 
relative payable without interest if she 
succeeded. The loan got her through 
her first month in Washington where 
she landed a job with the Signal Corp 
during WWII. After the war she went 
to work with RCA as a market analysis 
and eventually completed a degree in 
the 60s in computer programming and 
data-processing to become a computer 
technician, retiring from RCA in 1983. 
“I went into computers because I could 
see that coming like a freight train,” 
She said. “They have revolutionized the 
business world.” 

Gregg returned to Mississippi after 
retirement and now resides in Houston, 


Mississippi. 


Jeremy Little (98) is a principal artist with the New York City Metropolitan Opera. He received a bachelor’s 
degree from Mississippi College and a master’s degree from Louisiana State University. He completed addi- 


tional study at Julliard in New York. Little has performed principal roles with such companies as the New York

Juilliard Opera Center, and Wolf Trap Opera, and has been featured in concert and recital at Carnegie Hall, 
The Kennedy Center, and Merkin Hall.
